There, she portrayed 
the roles of Pamina in The Magic Flute, Flora in The Turn of the Screw, Frasquita 
in Carmen, as well as others. Since moving to the Garden City area, she has ap- 
peared as Lady Thiang in The King & J and Johanna in Sweeney Todd. She has 
been regularly featured as the soprano soloist with the Garden City Symphony & 


Chorus, including performances of Handelis Messiah, Rutteris Mass of the Chil- 
dren and Vivaldiis Gloria. 


Christina Haselhorst, soprano, began studying ballet and music at a young 
age. While attending Barton County Community College, she was a member of 
choir, band, the show choir, Hilltop Singers, and was a semi-finalist in the 1993

His private students have performed in regional opera houses throughout 
the US and Italy and have been frequent winners in numerous voice competitions. 

In Dodge City, he has continued directing for the musical stage, having di- 
tected The Fantasticks (DCCC, 2008) and She Loves Me! (DCCC/Depot Theater, 
2009), as well as working as vocal coach for Seussical (Depot Theater, 2008). Dr. 
Turley currently serves as Music Director for First United Methodist Church of 
Dodge City and also conducts the Windthorst Messiah Society. 

A two time Regional Finalist in the Met Auditions himself, Dr. Turley has Be 
formed more than 35 operatic roles since 1994, throughout the United sae ani 
Italy. In addition to his many operatic appearances, Turley has ats, cues 
ly with numerous symphonies and in solo recital throughout the U. . ae - 
In summer of 2006, he was a national semi-finalist in the NATS Artist se 
Competition in Minneapolis. Dr. Turley also had the pleasure to Lay ope 
Wintergreen Arts Festival in 2007, where he performed a solo ae 
role in the U.S. premiere of Respighits 1935 edition of Monteverdiis Orfeo.
